By DON C H A M BER LA IN 
SPRIN G FIELD , IR - ( Special)- 
lf President Eisenhower carries 
through with his visit to the Illi­ 
nois State Fair on August IO—Re­ 
publican Day—he will be the sec­ 
ond president to participate in the 
exposition The first was President 
Rutherford IT Hayes who was here 
in 1879 
Newspaper clippings re­ 
veal President Hayes came here 
with his wife and Gen George T 
Sherman, Civil War Hero on Sep 
tem ber 30, 1879 


Hayes 
paraded 
through 
the 
streets of Springfield in a horse- 
drawn carnage with Gov. Shelby 
M. Cullom and spoke to an esti­ 
mated 5,000 persons at the Fair­ 
grounds. 
At the executive Man­ 
sion that evening Mrs. Hayes and 
other ladies wore in rich attire and 
bedecked in diamonds and other 
precious gems. Pickpockets reap­ 
ed a harvest of watches and wal­ 
let* at the crowded Mansion en­ 
trance 


The President and Mrs. Hayes 
were overnight guests of the Gov­ 
ernor and Mrs. Cullom and made 
an early morning tour next day of 
the fairgrounds whore they looked 
over the livestock and exhibits 
When they left Springfield for In­ 
dianapolis on a special train Gov­ 
ernor and Mrs. Cullom accompan­ 
ied the then nation's first couple 
as far as the Indiana state line 


Stratton said he hopes to make 
Mr. Elsenhower's visit to the state 
fair a nonpartisan occasion even 
though the day will be Republican 
Day. 
He said prominent Demo­ 
crats will be asked to take part in 
the day’s activities 
The Pres) 
dent’s visit here is planned as a 
major national event in tho cen­ 
tennial observance of the founding 
of Iho Republican party 


Now that the primary is over 
Stratton can he expected to do 
some slam-bang campaigning. Ile 
stin k to his aloof neutrality in the 
Republican primary but now that 
candidates have been selected the 
nominees probably will be found 
on the same speaking platform a> 
the Governor conies into their coun­ 
ty or district to address political 
rallies or civic groups. 
One scheduled 
appearance 
of 
Stratton’s which could be a mecca 
for Republican candidates is the 
May 13 appointment he has at 
Alton to accept a 14 I 2 mile right- 
of-way between Alton and Grafton 
for use as an extension of the Mc­ 
Adams Memorial highway to Graf 
I ton. 
The occasion is nonpolitical 
but it could be an opportunity for 
some coat-tail riding, 


Alton is in Madison county, which 
with adjacent St 
Clair county, is 
usually strong Democratic terri­ 


tory 
Right now all Madison coun­ 
ty offices are held by Democrats 
and congressman from the district 
is a Democrat and two of the sena­ 
torial district’* representatives are 
Democrats 
Republicans hold the 
state senatorship and one sc.it in 
the Illinois House 
This fall the Madison county GOP 
will be seeking to help elect a Re 
publican cangressman, retain the 
state senatorship, elect two state 
representatives and break through 
the Democratic grip on the county 
offices 
However, as th** affair is 
nonpartisan Democrat office hold­ 
ers as well as Democratic candi­ 
dates will probably be present in 
sizeable numbers and perhaps thus 
offset any possible tinge of par­ 
tisanship
